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Preface 


This compilation is an alphabetical index to authors, subjects, occasional titles 
and book reviews appearing in the JournaL oF Necro Epucation, (volumes 1-31), 
published continuously from April 1932 to Fall 1962 under the editorship of Dr. 
Charles H. Thompson. Approximately 128 editorial comments representing three 
decades of editorial writing on the education and history of the Negro have appeared. 


The index will enable the reader to locate subjects and names of individuals 
which have appeared in the thirty-one volumes of the Journat or Necro Epucation. 
Features which have appeared regularly in most issues, such as bibliographies, abstracts 
and book notes have not been individually indexed. Entries have been made under 
the names of the authors of these sections. Special subject bibliographies are listed 
under the subject. 

995 book reviews have been indexed under the names of the various authors. 
Names of reviewers follow the titles of the books. 


All entries for titles of articles have been enclosed within quotation marks. Sub- 
ject references for authors appear before their writings. Otherwise, the arrangement 
of sub-entries is generally alphabetical and they are indicated by indention. 

This index makes no attempt to give the full names of the authors. Their names 
are listed as signed to matter appearing in the journal. Prefix names are arranged as 
if spelled as one word; names beginning with “Mc” and “Mac” are interfiled as if 
spelled “Mac”. Joint authors of articles and book reviews are indexed under both 
names.
